season has averaged about twenty-live 
l»:ii.l partly from federal funds and 
partly from state funds. These patrol- 
men were employed only In the MM 
of the year dating which danger from 
tire* might be expected. This period 
»f employment tins averaged npproxi 
mutely two months In the spring and 
the same amount In the fall, ami the 
patrolmen have been paid during the 
time of their nppolntmput per day 
for the time actually spent by them In 
work. The duties of these patrolmen 
were to suppress nn.l prevent forest 
lire*, as far as they could, In the conn 
lies In which they were appointed, and 
also by persona! contact with the peo- 
ple In the county to point out to tliem 
the da*g*r from forest fires in the do 
struetlon of timber, buildings, fences 
■ad other rateable products, end also 
to emphasize the fact that a large per 
cent of the forest fires which occur- 
red were due to causes which could 
have been eliminated with care on the 
nnrt of the individuals. The work of 
the county wardens has lieen Inspected 
once In three weeks, us nearly as pos- 
sible, by the district wardens, mid the 
whole work has been Inspected by the 
t'ntted Stales forest service. The .lun- 
ger season for forest tires ordinarily Is 
for a period of three months In the 
spring, Feb. 1" to May I", and for 
a period of three months in the fall. 
Sept. 1"> to Dee. l.">. but the patrolmen 
were only under npiiolutuient mid paid 
for the actual lime (lining which tires 
might tie expected Iteenuse of the cli- 
matic COOdrrt— I existing at the time.

limes as many as are employed in the 
distilled li.pior business, which heads 
the list In value of product!. The num- 
ber of active sawmills In Kentucky, 
according to the last census (IMS), was 
Lent, The railroads nre one of the 
greatest users of timber in the Culled 
Slates. The timber demanded by jjiein 
Is mostly in the shape of crosstles, tel- 
ephone and telegraph |>oles, BMtarM 
for car building, etc. It Is safe to say. 
from the liest figures obtainable, that 
over 2.000.000 crosstles were pur- 
chased by the railroads In Kentucky 
In l!»ll. Another great Industry which 
Is in Its Infancy In Kentucky. Which
